“The Peace Conference.” 


The “Jvish Peace Conference” 
terday in the Antient Concert Rooms, 
Dublin. A’ nugpber of resolutions wa: 
passed, and a Standing Committee was 
appointed for the purpose of comm unicat- 
ing. them to the British Government and 
taking any other steps which might be 
considered necessary to give them effect. 
In the first resolution, meved by Lord 
ffrench, the Conference recorded its con- 
viction that the Government's policy in 
Ireland was leading inevitably to civil 
war, and urged the vital importance of 
immediate peace. Then ‘it expressed its 
belief that the only way to peace lay in 
the. grant of “full national self-govern- 


met yes- 


‘ment within the Empire,” adding its defi- 


nition of the term as “ complete adminis- 
trative, fiscal, and financial independence.’ 
It condemned the principle of Ireland's 
partition, and admitted North-East 
Ulster’s claim to the status of a free, 
contracting party in any negotiations 
which might take place. Such was the 
substance of the Conference’s resolutions. 
It proposed, in addition, the adoption by 
the Government of a policy of general 
appeasement, and called for a truce. 
A ie itself in such an eyent to help 
in the formation of local Committees of 
Conciliation in the interests of general 
peace. . At this period of our country’s 
tragic history every thoughtful and 
pattiotic Irishman, whatever his political 
views, must welcome any honest effort to 
bring about a settlement of Ireland's 
problem. We recognise fully the sincerity 
and enthusiasm of those who attended yes- 
terday’s Conference, and believe that they 
were inspired by the highest and most 
patriotic motives. Nevertheless, while wo 
have every sympathy with the desire of 
the Qonflerence to put an end to the 
present agony of our country, we regret 
that it was not more representative of 
the different sections of Irish political 
thought. Official Sinn Fein and “ Ulster ” 
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pretence to the contrary. Every 
Irishman worthy of the name yearns for 
the end of the deadly struggle which is 
ruining his country and agonising his life. 
There are few who would not make great 
personal sacrifices in order to promote the 
cause of peace and restore Ireland to 
happiness, Facts, however, must be faced, 
and the central fact which emerges from 
yesterday's Conference is that, to all 
intents and purposes, we still are “as we 
were.” : 


International Finance. 


The International Financial Conference 
will meet at Brussels on September 24th, 
and its decisions will be fraught with im- 
mense importance for the economic future 
of the world. One of the first subjects to 
claim attention will be the chaotic condi- 
tion of the exchanges. The wild fluctua- 
tions which take place at present are a 
brake ón the wheel of commerce, and until 
a scheme to stabilise international values 
comes into operation it never will revolve | 
at the speed necessary to restore Europe's 
shattered prosperity. The problem 
bristles with difficulties, and hitherto 
every attempt to solve it has failed. It 
must be admitted, however, that no effort | 
has been made to get at the root of the | 
trouble—that statesmen have 
merely temporary devices. The Confer- | 
ence, on the other hand, will get to close 
grips with it, and, as the delegates repre- | 
sent the world’s best financial brains, we | 
may hope that a satisfactory solution | 
will be found. For the assistance of dele. | 
gates the Secretariat of the League of | 
Nations has collected most important 
Statistical data, and the opinions of lead- 
ing economists. Professor Gustay Cassel, 
of Stockholm University, for instance, has 
written an extremely able memorandum in 
which he reviews ‘he primary and sub- 
sidiary causes of the present chaos of 
the monetary exchanges, and suggests 
measures that might be adopted to remedy 
it. His paper should provoke a valuable 
discussion. He pleads that we should 
abarftion all notion of working back to a 
pre-war exchange basis, and that in its 
place we should stabilise the present levels 
in international values on the basis of the 
purchasing power of national currencies. 
To the first half of his proposal most 
people will assent. Of all the European 
countries engaged in the war the United | 
Kingdom is the only one which can show | 
any capability of returning within a | 
reasonable pcriod to the old basis of | 
currency value, and in her struggles along | 
the path she is impeded by the straits of | 
her less forttnate neighbours. - It must be | 
obvious to everybody that any attempt to 
restore the pre-war parities of exchange 
in such countries as Russia and Austria 
would end in failure.

perhaps, the most important is thie en- 
couragement that it would be to European 
nations to abandon schemes of currency:

possible task. Some attempt at stabilisa- 
tion is obviously desirable; and one may 
concede that the whole world vrannot pos- 
sibly get. back within measurable 
time to pre-war standards: but it 
does not necessarily follow that stabilisa- | 
tion on the lines of “ pirchasing power | 
parity" is the best solution, Apart from 
other objections, stabilisation thus 
attempted would have a shifting and un- 
certain basis. For effective stability there | 
must he a sounder basis, and such a basis | 
would be formed if ence sterling could be | 
brought back again to a gold standard, | 
That should not be a completely vain hope. 
dhe production of gold has sensibly 
dinwinished in recent years, but the agqre- 
gate stock of gold money is sufficient to 
meet the world’s needs if its use is econo- 
mised accordingly. The task of the 
Brussels Conference, as we conceive it, 
is primarily to settle what steps should 
be taken by the impoverished countries in 
order that they may return as soon as 
possible to an effective gold standard based 
upon the existing depreciation. In some 
cases foreign loans might be necessary for 
the redemption of currency held abroad, 
and im order to restore equilibrium in 
State finance. . Ultimately, however, the 
question of stability is a problem for 
every individual State. The theory that 
foreign assistance is an essential pre- 
requisite of an ordered monetary condition 
is a fallacy. Foreign assistance can never 
be more than a palliative which carries 
with it the danger of reaction. 

Among the masses of economic statistics 
which will be placed at the Conference's 
disposal the figures relating to interna- 
tional trade deserve close study. Govern- 
ments and conferences may move with the 
utmost skill, but they cannot change the 
fact that it is upon the exchange of goods 
and services between nations that the 
course of currency exchange depends. We 
publish elsewhere a table showing the im- 
ports and exports of leading nations in 
1913 and 1919, In every case the statistics 
have been converted into United States 
dollars at the par of exchange jn 1913, and 
at approximately the average rate of ex. 
change in 1919. This simplifies the work 
of comparison. In studying the figures 
fare must be taken to allow for the 
rise in prices. Roughly,’ prices jn 
America haye risen by 250 per cent., so 
that it may be considered that where a 
rise of less proportion than this has taken 
place in the value of trade an actual 
decline in the volume of ae is recorded,

THE IRISH PEACE CONFERENCE.

including administrative, fiscal and financia! 
we age, AR a though it admitted the right of 
North-East Ulster to a free contractúual afefus. 
The future is still darkly clouded, but it is no 
undue optimism that greets with lively anti- 
cipation the new-born wil! of Irishmen to find 
themseives a solution of their national problem. 


THE FUTURE OF EGYPT. 

The Times, in a leading article to-day, says: 
The proposed recognition of the independence 
of Egypt must not be taken as setiing forth an 
accomplished faci. The tentative agreement on 
fundamental points reached in London by the 
Milner Mission and Zaghlu!l Pasha and his col- 
leagues has still to pass through several delicate 
stages before it can be carried into effect.

THE LORD MAYOR OF CORK. 


CONDITION REPORTED WORSE. 


Telegraphing at a laic hour last night, the 
Press Association stated that the Lord Mayor o: 
Cork was in a very low state. He was con- 
scious, but his condition was imcreasingiy grave. 

In an earlier message 11 was reported that the 
Lord Mayor, who had now refused food for 
thirteen days, had ‘stafed that if a written 
order of releese were given he would take food 
while remaining in prison until fit for removal. 

APPEALS FOR RELEASE. 

Mr. L.. G. Redmond Goward, who during the 
war wat a lieutenant in the Royal Naval 
Volunteer P orerve, has addressed a ielegram to 
the Kine begging His Majesty to use his 
Royal cleniency, before it was too late, to spare 
the lives of those Irishmen who were on the 
verge of death. He was emboldened to appeai 
to His Majesty by his bejief that those who 
might thus be spared would, in return, use 
their powers over their own followers to prevent 
any more of those terrible attempts on life. 
which were being made daily against those who 
differed from them in Ireland in this dreadful 
crisis. He waa convinced that His Majesty's 
clemency would help on the work of concilja- 
tion between the two races, which was the life 
ambition of his uncle, the late Mr. John Red- 
mond.

The President, Dr. Wiliam A. Herdman 
(Professor of Otecanography ‘in Liverpool 
University), delivered the inatigural address 
at a general méeting of the members in the 
evening. He spoke on '“ Oceanography and 
the Sea Fisheries.” He said that they might 
fairly claim that the British Association had 
inspired and fostered that exploration of 
British seas which, though marine-biologica] 


led on to modern oceanography. Notwith- 
standing dll the activity during the forty years 
since which oceanography became a science”, 
much had «til! to be investigated in all seos in 
all branches of the subject. The region that 
is least known to us, both in its physical con- 
ditions and also its inhabitants, is the vast 
zone of intermediate waters lying between the 
upper. few hundred fathoms and the bottom. 

The great fishing industries of the world,”

laboratories and biological stations.” 

Discussing the productivity of the trawling 
rounds, and especially those of the North Sea, 
Br. Herdman said—“It has been enerally 
agreed that the cnormous increase of fishing 
power during the last forty years or sd has re- 


average size of that fish caught in.our home 
waters has become smaller, although the total 
number of plaice landed had continued to in- 
crease up to the year of the outbreak of war. 
Since then, from 1914 to 1919, there hes, of 
necessity, been what may be described as the 
most gigantic experiment ever seen in the clos- 
ing of extensive fishing crounds. It is too early 
to say, with any certainty, what the results of 
that experiment have been, although some in- 
dications of an increase of the fish population 
in certain hreas have been recorded. The work ot 
investigation will have to be done in each great 
arca, such as the North Sea; the English 
Channel, and the Irish Sea, independently. 
This is a necessary investigation, both biological 
and =e physical, which lies before the 
oceanographers of the future, upon the results 
of which the future preservation and further 
‘cultivation of our national sea fisheries may 
depend. - Countings and weighings do noi give 
us all the information we need. Nationa! 
efficiency depends, to a very great extent, upon 
the degree in which scientific results and 
methods are appreciated by the people, and 
scientific investigation is promoted by the 
Government and other admmisirative authori- 
ties. The principies and discoveries of science 
apply to aquiculture no less than to agriculture. 
To increase the harvest of the sea the fisheries 
must be continuously investigated, and such 
cultivation as is possibile must be applied, and 
all this ia clearly a natural application of the 
biological and hydrographical work now united 
under the science of oceanography.” 
THE WAR FRONTIERS OF EUROPE. 

In the Geographical Section, Mr. John 
McFarlane (Aberdeen University) discussed the 
new frontiers of Europe, as arranged since the 
war. He contended that, from the geographicai 
point of view, there were certainly objections 
to the inclusion of Alsace within 
French territory, Lorraine was somewhat 
different. Physically, that region belonged in 
the main to the country of the Paris basin, 
and was, therefore, in a sense, part of France. 
With regard to the independence of Poland, 
Mr. MacFariane expressed the opinion that the 
geographical reasons for giving Poland access 
to the sea were, no doubt, stronger 
than the historical reasors for leaving 
East Prussia united to the remainder of 
Germany, but, strategically, the position of the 
corridor was as bad as it could be, and the 
solution arrived at might not be accepted as 
final. If Poland was to insure her position she 
must forget the limite of her former Empire, 
turn her back on the Russian plain, with all 
the temptations which it offered, and resolutely 
set herself to the development of the basin of 
the Vistula, where alone she could find the con- 
ditions which made’ for strength and safety. 
The extent to which Rumania had improved her 
position as a result of the war was a matter of 
speculation. In the interests, not only of Jugo- 
Slavia, but of Europe generally, Fiume must 
not become Italian, and the idea of constituting 
it a free State might well be abandoned. A 
great. experiment had been made in the new 
settlement of Europe, and an experiment which 
contained at least the germs of success. 


. INDUSTRIAL ALCOHOL. 

Captain A. Desborough (of the Royal Naval 
Cordite Factory, Howden Heath) discussed the 
commercial importance of industrial alcohol 
made from maize, artichokes, potatoes, and 
beet. With the consumption of petrol rapidly 
outpacing the supply and its increasing price, 
the problem of a substitute required immediate 
attention. He fully realised the objection to 
foodstuffs being used for this purpose, but 
believed that in extensive reclamation of waste 
land and the cultivation thereon of artichokes 
and other suitable carbohydrates industrial 
alcohol could be produced in this country, but 
neyer enough for the home demand. Experi- 
ments were being made in his factory, but they 
were not sufficiently advanced for deductions to 
be made.

Government in Ireland was inevitably leading 
to civil war. What did they find? They found 
that the policy: of the Government was that 
they were deliberately adopting a species of 
anarchy with a view to bringing in what th: 
called law and order. It seemed, ithere- 
fore, that their policy was that bh. 
retaliating on the ordinary people 

the country they would produc: law 
and order, It was simply anarchy. They had 
seen what had happened within the last two cr 
three’ weeks—valuable industries had been 
wrecked, towns had been wretked under this 
policy of retaliation. What it ultimately meant 
was that every iwdustry in Ireland and every 
town in Ireland would be wrecked if this policy 
was to goon. It was for them as moderate meu 
to protest against that. It was for them to 
bring home to the people what that policy 
really meant. Let there be no misunderstand- 
ing about it. The Government meant the re- 
conquest of Ireland, and that meant the ¢de- 
struction of any prosperity that was left in the 
country. (Hear, hear.) Any man who con- 
tinued to call on the Government for military 
intervention was calling for the destruction of 
his own ple—the assassination of the whole 
nation. he latter part of the resclution was 
a natural corollary of the first part, and such 
action as they took in carrying certain resoln- 
tions that day might have the effect of peace. 
At least they could claim this—that a body of 
the people of Ireland had got together; that 
they realised what the situation was, and were 
not going to leave it unexposed. The Con- 
ference would not settle the matter that day. 
There would have to be prop a, and ar- 
rangements made for that propaganda in order 
to expose the meaning of the present situation 
in Ireland. (Applause.)
